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GRANT URGES PROMPTNESS IN SECURING 
| 1925 LICENSE PLATES 


‘ , “Don’t wait until the last minute to secure your 1925 yellow 
and black license plates either through the Division of Motor Ve- 
higles: or the 22 district offices of the California State Automobile 
Asgociation.”” 

‘ This was the admonition issued to motorists today by George 
S. Grant, manager of the tourimg bureau of the Automobile Asso- 
ciation, which is handling renewal registrations for its members. 
Grant said that the Division of Motor Vehicles faced a colossal task 
am, handligg: almost one and one-half million registrations in four 
weeks and that every motorist should co-operate in cutting down 
the burden of a last minute rush to secure plates. 

‘During the: past two and one-half weeks thousands of the 1925 
number plates have been issued from the 22 offices of the Asso- 
ciation handling registrations. The Automolle Association is helping 
taj reljeve the burden on the Division of Motor Vehicles by issuing 

fates for passenger cars to its members. 

~The heaviest rush to secure plates was during the first few 
days but they have been going out steadily ever since, Grant said 
today. Even at the height of the rush period he said that the 
Automobile Association was able to live up to its slogan, “‘step 
night up, pay your $3.00, and step out with the license plates.’ 

With but little. over a week left before registrations will be- 
come delinquent after midnight March 2; Grant urged motorists to 
secure their plates as soon as possible and not wait until the last 
minute: when the press of business engagements or other circum- 
stances might force them to pay a 100 per cent penalty for late 
registration. 

The following offices of the Automobile Association are handl- 
ing registrations: San Francisco, Chico, Eureka, Fresno, Hanford, 
Martinez, Marysville, Merced, Modesto, Oakland, Red Bluff, Red- 
ding, Salinas, San Jose, San Mateo, Santa Cruz, Santa Rosa, Stock- 
ton, Vallejo, Willows, Woodland, Yreka. 


ENCOURAGE REFORESTATION 


Disucussing taxation of forest property, Mrs. Florence H. Stone, 
accountant of the Southern Pine Association, in a recent agldress 
said : 

“Closely allied to taxation on mature forests is the question 
of taxation for reforestation. All over the United States the indi- 
vidual states are recognizing the imporfance of encouraging reforest- 
ation and”are passing laws exempting lands used for this purpose, 
limiting the assessment for a period of years, offering optional 
inducements, rebates, etc. , - 

“It has been suggested that the different states be empowered 
to. purchase cut-ovér lands from indiyidual owners and grow public 
forests... To just what extent this is practical only the future can 
determine. ‘It is also proposed that a portion of the severance 
tax should be used to make the purchase {rom the same industry that 
pays the tax. “ 

‘+ “If our cut over lands had fire protection they would reproduce 
the forests merely through scientific cutting of the mature forest. 
But in some states the method of taxation discourages even the 
leaving of seed trees, the yong growth being taxed on an assessment 
IN proportion to its ratio to the mature forest, causing not only 
the cutting of every tree, but the burning of the land so that 
nohing that has the slightest resemblance to a tree would be left 
to’ be assessed. 

_ "We believe this method is on the wane and legislators are 
realizing more and more:that thé power to tax is the power to de-| 
stroy literally when applied to referostation.”’ |
